ABSTRACT 


An article of jewelry configured as a container for enclosing memorabilia. The article of 
jewelry includes a containment body having at least one opening configured for accommodating 
insertion of memorabilia into an interior compartment thereof. A releasable closure member is 
provided for configuring the article of jewelry between an open configuration in which the 
memorabilia is insertible into and removable from the interior compartment and a closed 
configuration in which the memorabilia is retained within the interior compartment. An adaptor is 
utilized that has one portion configured for engagement with the containment body and another 
portion configured for engagement with the closure member for accommodating coupling of the 
closure member to the containment body. The containment body may be constructed from 
substantially transparent mineral crystal that establishes a prismatic-effect for viewing memorabilia 
contained therein or from opaque mineral crystal that obscures visibility of memorabilia contained 
within the containment body. 
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
